pie (See Chronicles 28:6-8, and 24, 
25).In his ruthlessness and betray- 
al of 
the religion 
of Israel he 


closed the doors of the Temple and 
"cut in pieces" its sacred vessels. 
What could have'- been worse? ' 


And then comes Hezekiah '. his 


son, 
restoring 
what 
had 
been 


overthrown. 
In his twenty:nine 


years on the throne he gave Jer- 
usalem 
and the Southern King- 


dom honorable and efficient rule, 
perhaps as fine a record 
as to be 


found in all the history of kings. 


How can one explain 
this young 


man of twenty-five, son of such a 
father growing up in such 
an en- 


vironment of 
idolatry corruption 


and misrule, yet sincere and .unsul- 
lied in his religious reforms and so 
wise and efficient in maintaining 
and defending the kingdom. 


Nor is the mystery less when the

LITTLE ROCK

The wealthy sportsman made the 


statement yesterday in comment- 
ing on the efforts of two other in- 
terests to obtain the horse racing 
franchise in the resort city. 


Cella is president of the Oak- 


lawn Club, which has heldJTthe only 
horse racing franchise in Arkansas 
since. 1935. The club is sole o\vner 
of the multi-million dollar, racing 
plant, only track in • the state. 


The two groups which are oppos- 


ing Oaklawn's bid to continue in 
Ho't-Springs were partially, identi- 
fied yesterday by State Revenue 
Commissioner J. Orville' Cheney. 


Cheney said that in addition to 


Oaklawn's bid for the franchise, 
offers had .been,entered bjl-a Hot 
Springs group 'headed b'y": Milan 
Creighto_n, Clyde Halk and Mar- 
shall Carlisle. The third bid was 
submitted by a Kansas City attor- 
ney, who declined to identify his 
client, said Cheney. 
"•: 


Competition for the money-mak- 


ing 'franchise resulted after state 
Atty. Gen. T. J. Gentry ruled that 
a 10-year permit granted to Cella 
in 1954 was invalid. Gentry held 
that the Racing Co m m i s si on 
couldn't issue a new franchise be- 
fore the one held at that time by 
Cella -had ' expired; 


.The commission then advertised 


for bids, and got the three offers. 


However, Cella appealed Gen- 


try's decision to Pulaski Chancery 
Court, .and the court issued a tem- 
porary 
order that the .bids re- 


mained sealed. A hearing is sched- 
uled here on June 13 to determine 
if Cella will be able to retain the 
10-year franchise.

Week (Sept. 18-24), the wrong kind 
of animals are to be found in a 
dog catcher's truck. Instead, the 
owners of these dogs should be 
found behind the iron grating — 
owners who are careless, indiffer- 
ent, 
unappreciative persons who 


should never own dogs 
because 


they are unworthy of them and 
•the responsibility dog ownership 
entails. 


Every stray dog put to death in 


the dog pound comes to this un- 
fortunate end, not 
through any 


wrong - doing of his. He is killed 
'because the one to whom he gave 
his loyalty and devotion, his mas- 
ter, didn't care. 


The stray dog situation is a se- 


rious one. Dogs on the loose are a 
nuisance to neighborhoods. 
The 


damage done by them to gardens, 
shrubbery and lawns is surprising. 
It has been estimated that the to 
tal is more than a million dollars 
annually. Stray dogs can be, and 
have been, the cause of serious 
automobile accidents because of 
humane drivers seeking to avoid 
hitting them. They are a source 
of danger, particularly to children 
who are prone'to pet the stray ani- 
mal. As disease carriers, they are 
a menace to their own kind,. Ra 
-bies, which luckily is rare, would 
be wiped out if there were no loose 
dogs. 


But dogs cannot be justifiably 


condemned for this. The 
guilty 


person to be condemned are dog 
owners themselves — the million 
who do not control, care for or 
rain their dogs to be good canine 
citizens. When a dog owner buys 
a dog, he buys the world's great- 
est example of love and devotion. 
It is little enough for the dog to 
expect in return for this, the prop- 
er care and training that wip make 
him 
obedient 
and 
well-adjusted 


anmial. For "man's best ^friend" 
can be everyone's best friend if 
given the right chance. A dog's 
only desire is to be of service to 
man.

LITTLE ROCK 
(M— "No one 


but myself" is going to run horses 
at swank Oaklawn Park in Hot 
Springs, 
says the • track owner, 


John G. Cella of St. Louis.

Oaklawn's bid for the franchise, 
offers had .been,entered bjl-a Hot 
Springs group 'headed b'y": Milan 
Creighto_n, Clyde Halk and Mar- 
shall Carlisle. The third bid was 
submitted by a Kansas City attor- 
ney, who declined to identify his 
client, said Cheney.

Competition for the money-mak- 


ing 'franchise resulted after state 
Atty. Gen. T. J. Gentry ruled that 
a 10-year permit granted to Cella 
in 1954 was invalid. Gentry held 
that the Racing Co m m i s si on 
couldn't issue a new franchise be- 
fore the one held at that time by 
Cella -had ' expired; 


.The commission then advertised 


for bids, and got the three offers. 


However, Cella appealed Gen- 


try's decision to Pulaski Chancery 
Court, .and the court issued a tem- 
porary 
order that the .bids re- 


mained sealed. A hearing is sched- 
uled here on June 13 to determine 
if Cella will be able to retain the 
10-year franchise.

Week (Sept. 18-24), the wrong kind 
of animals are to be found in a 
dog catcher's truck. Instead, the 
owners of these dogs should be 
found behind the iron grating — 
owners who are careless, indiffer- 
ent, 
unappreciative persons who 


should never own dogs 
because 


they are unworthy of them and 
•the responsibility dog ownership 
entails. 


Every stray dog put to death in 


the dog pound comes to this un- 
fortunate end, not 
through any 


wrong - doing of his. He is killed 
'because the one to whom he gave 
his loyalty and devotion, his mas- 
ter, didn't care. 


The stray dog situation is a se- 


rious one. Dogs on the loose are a 
nuisance to neighborhoods. 
The 


damage done by them to gardens, 
shrubbery and lawns is surprising. 
It has been estimated that the to 
tal is more than a million dollars 
annually. Stray dogs can be, and 
have been, the cause of serious 
automobile accidents because of 
humane drivers seeking to avoid 
hitting them. They are a source 
of danger, particularly to children 
who are prone'to pet the stray ani- 
mal. As disease carriers, they are 
a menace to their own kind,. Ra 
-bies, which luckily is rare, would 
be wiped out if there were no loose 
dogs. 


But dogs cannot be justifiably 


condemned for this. The 
guilty 


person to be condemned are dog 
owners themselves — the million 
who do not control, care for or 
rain their dogs to be good canine 
citizens. When a dog owner buys 
a dog, he buys the world's great- 
est example of love and devotion. 
It is little enough for the dog to 
expect in return for this, the prop- 
er care and training that wip make 
him 
obedient 
and 
well-adjusted 


anmial. For "man's best ^friend" 
can be everyone's best friend if 
given the right chance. A dog's 
only desire is to be of service to 
man. We can help him achieve 
that by keeping him home where 
he would really rather be.
